WASHINGTON (AP) — The bottom line on toilet 
seat covers destined for Navy planes dropped from 
$640 to $100 apiece Tuesday when a defense contrac- 
tor, under pressure from Congress, agreed to reduce 
the price. j 

i/ockheed Corp. agreed to hill the Defense Depart- 
ment $200 each for 54 toiiet scat covers rather than the 
$040 price the contractor had charged earlier, Sen 
William Roth, R-Dcl., told a Capitol Hill ncws-con- 
fcrence. 

That meant a $23,700 refund, said Roth, or $440 for 
each of the 54 covers purchased for the Navy’s P-3 
Orion subm ar ine-h unt ing pi anes . 

But within an hour, the Pentagon announced that 
Ixickheed had further towered the price to $100 each, 
making (he total refund $29,160. 


In Burbank, Calif., Lockheed released a telegram 
from ‘company president L.O. Kitchen to Navy 
Secretary John Lehman saying the company dropped 
the price “to prevent this becoming an unnecessary 
diversion during congressional discussions of the na- 
tional defense budget," 

Kitchen said Lockheed had been making a profit of 
13.4 percent on the units and said the $100 price would 
cost the company money. 

Roth, holding the large plastic cover, called It "just 
another illustration of the lack of cost effectiveness in 
Pentagon procurement."

The other side of the history background Is 
In going to Washington, as an historian with a 
great love of the Institutions of this counl ry 
and a- groat love of the American experiment, 
and Uieh all of a sudden being as part of that, 
There hayc been dlffefent times when It 
roally struck me that 1 had become part of the 
United States House of Representatives. On

Q ; Another area that may noed attention In 
Idaho particularly la Uio farm financing 
structure, What about those problems?

Q : It has been said this district has a strong 
relationship between politics and religion, 
perhaps more than any district in the central 
Rockies except perhaps In Utah. How do you 
see that Issue?

We have a protected, 
relatively simple life. We don’t have to worry 
about street gangs and we don’t have to worry 
about subway systems.

We look at the government dealing with pro- 
blems and wonder why they make them so 
complex. 

Then someone like Hansen comes along 
with easy sounding solutions and some of his 
solutions made some sense.

Woman survives icy 
plunge into river 


LAS VEGAS; N.M. (AP) - A 
woman who was trapped for 45 
minutes after her car plunged uj> 
side down into an icy river says 
-she kept her face in a dwindling air 
pocket, prayed and even laughed 
aloud to keep from panicking; 

Catherine Urioste, 37, came 
away from the accident with a few 
scratches and bruises and a "ter- 
rible cold,” but no frostbite. Her 
husband, Maguine, a volunteer 
firefighter, helped In the rescue 
but learned only later that the sur : 
vlvor was Ills wife. 

Temperatures were below zero 
Frtday as Mrs. Urioste was driv- 
ing to work when the car hit a 
patch of ice and went out of con- 
trol. It skidded off the road, hit an 
embankment and overturned in 
the air, crashing upside down 
through the three-Inch-thick ice 
covering the Pecos River, her hus- 
band said.

she recalled. "Tve got to remain 
calm’ ... I just stayed there and 
prayed and waited for someone to 
find me.”

"If (he 
thought of freeztng to death had 
come to me, 1 wbuld have panicked 
for sure."

’Tiie teen-ager's disease was 


diagnosed In 1983 after she began to 
suffer excruciating headaches.

BURLEY — Complaints of over- 
. crowded and unsanitary conditions at 
the Burley animal shelter were ex- 
pressed at the Burley City Council 
meeting Monday. 

Helen Hanzel, representing the 
; Burley CltyAnimai Control Board, 
asked for more help for Walt Roberts, 
the animal control officer. 

The council agreed to divert some 
city employees to assist Roberts in 
cleaning the dog runs and in disposing 
. of .animals, to reduce -the -excessive 
animal population in the shelter. 

Earlier in the day, Mayor Chuck 
Shadduck said overcrowding, and 
consequently unsanitary conditions, 
was caused because Roberts is 
“tender-hearted," and kept impound- 
ed dogs alive, sometimes 30 days over 
the three-day time limit imposed by 
city ordinance. 

Shadduck said Roberts "has been 
directed to euthanize the dogs on a 
regular three-day basis, starting ibis 
—morning— 

“We are also receiving the help and 
jupp ort of Th e Wonder-Dogs 4-H peo^ ' 
pie, who have been raising money for 
some time to improve the facility — in 
fact, they had enough funds available 
: by last fall for necessary improve- 
ments, but Mr. Weatherman hasn’t 

helped us much." h e added. 

' Shadduck says the city will look Into 
budgeting more funds for the facility 
next year, but It is already locked into 
this year's budget. 

Dr. Bill Wilcox, a veterinarian who 
' practices at Hie Blue Cross Animal 
Hospital in Burley, says Uic condi- 
tions at the facility were brought to 
the attention of Dr. G.R. Falrhrolher, 
Ills partner, last week by a Twin Falls 
couple, Mr. and Mrs. Shcm Keep. 

The couple, who had adopted a dog 


from the pound last June, said they 
had heard how bad conditions were at 
the Burley pound and wanted to "bail 
a dog out," says Wilcox. 

After adopting the dog, Hie couple 
brought the animal, a border collie 
mixed-breed, to FairbroHier for ex- 
amination. Alarmed at the dog's 
physical condition, Fairbrolher call- 
ed Shadduck and arranged to meet 
him at the animal control facility, 
says Wilcox. 

After touring (lie facility and fin- 
ding It "vastly overcrowded and quite 
filthy,” Fairbrolher asked Wilpox to 
-tour the facility also: 

The two veterinarians reacted to 
their tour by writing letters to Hie 
South Idaho Press, bringing Hie plight 
of Hie facility to Hie public’s attention. 

Both the veterinarians and Shad- 
duck agree the problem is the lack of 
funds to hire enough personnel to pro- 
perly run the facility and to purchase 
proper food to feed (he dogs and eats 
iioused there. 

They also say the facility itself is 
inadequately built for proper housing 
and cleaning proceduresrparlicul arty - 
in Uie£oid winter-months:- V 

"It is almost impossible to dean in 
the winter," says Wilcox. “The water 
freezes as soon as it hits the pen 
floors, locking in Hie urine and ex- 
crement, which is definitely not 
healthy for Hie animals," he says. 

— “What, can- 1 say 9 " says Rolwrly- 
who owns three dogs, (wo adopted 
from the Burley pound, and one cat. 

"I am soft-hearted -- 1 feel I should 
totally give the animals every chance 
before I kill them. . .They deserve the 
same consideration as human be- 
ings." 

Roberts says Uic problem is more o( 
a people problem that a dog problem. 

“If people would license their pets, 
as Hie law says they should, I could 
return animals I pick up."

There are always ambivalent 
feelings inside each of us about our most intimate 
relationships. From the beginning, one set dominates 
- but the other doesn't go away; it just recedes.” 

Dividing the work of a family fairly, efficiently and 
with consideration is another key to happy marriage. 

"The keynote word is efficiency,” therapist Rudcr- 
mansaidJ.'A certain number of things have to be done 
in a certain amount of time. Who can do what best? 
Deciding that way is better than labeling a job his or 
hers." 

Marilyn Singleton Rajl, founder of the Institute for 
Marriage and Human Relations in New York City, 
.believes such decisions should be made early. 

"In most new marriages, the wife .is so interested in 
pleasing that she'll take on far more than her fair 
share of the work," the therapist warned. “So it’s best 
to get down to the nitty-gritty of who does what before

mildly humbled. The moral to all this 
Is that if we put a familiar line In 
direct quotation marks In our stuff, 
we had better check the line first In 
Bartlett’s or the Oxford Dictionary of 
Quotations. 

If we’re only paraphrasing, there’s 
no objection to recalling "Byron’s 
maxim that truth is stranger than fic- 
tion. "That Isn’t exactly what Byron 
said, but it's plthlerthan the original 
line. 

Apt quotations are great adorn- 
ments for dressing up a piece of writ- 
ing. The serious writer who doesn’t 
own a Bartlett’s or an Oxford is work- 
ing without a useful tool. I also like 
ILL. Mencken's New Dictionary of 
Quotations because of Its arrange- 
ment by topic. A modest reliance on 
-Mencken camnnkealmosfTmy writer 
look. well read. 


A couple of others: Sir Edward 
Coke (whose name, by the way, cor- 
rectly is pronounced "cook" ) said 
. that a man's house, not his home, is 
His castle. Brlllat-Savarln didn’t say, 
"Youare what you eat." He said, 
“Tell me what you eat, and I will tell 
jgou what you are."

On other matters: Let us watch the 
use of nouns as modifiers, lest we 
wind up In the fix of a reporter for the 
Cox News Service.

Better: a breeder of 
purebred Santa Gertrudis cattlerYmr 
can nearly always escape from the

In l^e Kankakee (III, ) Daily Jour-, 
nal, just before Christmas, the Jewel 
food stores offered an apparent tidbit 
of unhappy news in their ad: “Chef 
Cut Seif Bast ing Turkeys, 79 cents a" 
pound.” The prefix “self” always 
, takes a hyphen: "self-basting" would 
have removed the bloodshed. 

In the Mobile (Ala.) Press- . 
Register, we find an Interesting 
tribute to a gentleman "who worked 
hard at being the penultimate public 
servant.” The next to the last public 
servant? Not likely. 

In The Birmingham (Ala.) News, 
we learn that police say a second man 
charged in the bombings of four Pen- 
sacola abortion clinics "was In 
cohorts with another suspect who had 
claimed he acted alone," In cahoots, 
maybe? It’s a fine old American 
word, dating from 1829; Webster’s 
.speculates that "cahoots" may have 
stemmed from the French "cahute, ” 
meaning a cabin or hut. In any event, 
a cohort is a group of followers. Strict- 
ly speaking, a fellow suspect might be 
a confederate or partner, but one man 
a cohort doth not make.

Two of the be^t vegetables to start inside are 
asparagus and onions. Although asparagus roots are 
usually available, plants of hybrid varieties seldom 
are. I have found my own started plants begin bearing 
as soon as roots. I continue to expand my asparagus 
patch a little each year. 

Although onion sets and plants usually are readily 
available, the large, long keeping varieties usually 
must be started from seed. Plants started in February 
or March will produce earlier, larger bulbs than seed 
. sown directly outslde._ .

Begonias and impatiens are two excellent shade 
tolerant flowers which are seldom available as plants 
In significant quantities at planting time. Even 
tuberous begonias can now be grown from seed. I have 
had good results with the new Non-Stop variety. 

Seed of begonias should be planted as soon as possi- 
ble since they ore very slow growing. One of the best 
impatiens is a new strain named Accent. Hybrid 
varieties of both begonias and impatiens grow the 
best. 

In addition to seeds, you will need some Indoor pot- 
ting soli and planting containers. One of my favorite 

vermiculite. Plastic trays with drainage holes are ex- 
cellent for starting seeds, although many different 
containers can be used. Kits are also available which 
Include container, soli and seeds ready to start.

Dear Judy — I don’t know of any printed infor- 
mation concerning group refunding. But many 
organization s arc ask ing their members to con- 
tribute their refunds, and are helping them to be 
more efficient refunders. Although much of this is 
by trial and error, here are some pointers on how it 

can be done 

Each member of the group Is asked to look for 
refund~for m3~Hrstar es, magazines' and newsga-~ 
pers and turn them in to the groiip's ref'undlng 
committee. An energetic committee Is vital. 

The committee prepares a weekly or biweekly 
list of the proofs of purchase required for the re- 
fund forms they receive, and distributes 'it to the 
members, Members save up these proofs of pur- 
chase and turn them In at meetings* Then the 
committee puts together the mail-in refund forms 

with -the- required proofs of--purchasc and 

redistributes them to the membership to address 
.and. mail-in. When the /efunds come back, 
members donate the money to the organization.

LOGAN, Utah (AP) — Food is seldom identified in the 
public mind with substance abuse, but a Utati State Uni- 
. versify researcher says eating disorders can be as harm- 
ful as drug or alcohol dependency. 

"Food can also be abused and eating disorders are as 
dangerous as any other kind of substance abuse." Mary 
Doty, a doctoral candidate in psychology, told a 


serious eating disorders. 

' 'This Is usually done with the help of Induced vomiting, 
laxatives and excessive exercise. Anorexics usually deny 
they have a problem, and a women will see her emaciated 
body in the mirror and still feel she needs to lose weight," 
Doty said. 

Bulimia, another eating disorder, was described hy the 


speaker as "a condition where people go through cycles of 
binging on food, then purging themselves by vomiting A 
binge can include two bags of cookies, two whole cakes 
and three quarts of Coca-Cola.” 

Doty emphasized the Importance of getting professional 
help for such disorders. 

"Balance Is the issue and it's necessary to completely 
re learn how to eat, or severe illness and even death euii 
result," she said.

Ailing tycoon’s empire falling

DALLAS — His father was a legendary wildcat 
oilman who laid the foundation for one of the 
greatest fortunes in Texas. And Clint Murchison 
Jr. carried on the tradition until he fell on hard 
times ami ill-health. • - 

Now hardly able to speak or sign his name, 
which appears on lawsuits running into the 
millions. Murchison has taken the fftst slop 
toward liquidating most ot his remaining empire. 
r ■ ■ As-the 25 -wooded acres surrounding hls Dallas" 
mansion were about to be auctioned off, Mur- 
chison-owned .Klimanorm Corp., owner of the 
J and. filed in bankruptcy court Monday for protec- 
tion from creditors. 

The Texas tycoon had planned to work out a debt 
repayment plan without taking refuge in 
bankruptcy court, said head Murchison attorney 
Philip 1. Palmer Jr. But an El Paso bank didn't 
want to wait and had planned (o auction off the 25 
acres. The bankruptcy court action hailed that. 

A hearing has been scheduled in stale district 
court Thursday on whether creditors can force the 
public auction of ttic Murchison estate to recoup 
their debts. 


Murchison, Cl, who suffers from a degenerative 
physical condition, sold his beloved. Dallas 
Cowboys football franchise a year ago because or" 
his financial bind. 

"Maybe the sale of the Cowboys was the beginn- 
ing of the end,” said Palmer. "When he sold the 
. team, there were a lot of stories about his declin- 
ing health. And a number of banks panicked -- 
there was an effective run on his estate. " 

^’ew in Dallas business circles would have ex- 
pected the Murchison name to be heard in a 
.bankruptcy. -Court. The wheelings and dealings. of. 
his father, Clint Murchison Sr., were legendary, 
and the wealth of Clint Jr. and his family was 
well-known. Once he made the cover of Time._ 

Last year. Forbes magazine rated him as one of 
the nation's richest men. 

"C)lnton_Muccliison_Sr._was_tlie- epitome^of . 
Texas oilman wheeler-dealer," Palmer said. "He 
would have fit right in to the television story 
'Dallas.”'

Murchison's mind and his sense of humor are as 
sharp as they ever were.

But Murchison's declining health Is just one ex- 
planation offered for the fall of his financial em- 
pire. Some attribute it to bad Investments. 

Still others say it's because of family squabbling 
after his brother, John, died in 1979 and Mur- 
chison's sister-in-law filed suit. That court battle 
forced him to liquidate many of his holdings.

BYU, B.C. to meet in grid opener 


EAST RUTHERFORD, N.J. (AP) — Brigham Young 
University, with nothing left to prove in the wake of its 
first national championship, will play In the third annual 
Kickoff Classic against Boston College, which must prove 
..jt.can_conipetc..with-Uic_clitfi.qf. major-college footbalf 
without quarterback Doug Flutie. 

The BYU-B.C. pairing is set to kickoff the next college 
football season at 70,000-seat Giants Stadium on Thurs* 
-day, Aug. 29, at fi:3Q It features not only the - 

two highest-ranked teams possible but also two of the 
most potent offenses in the country. 

. “I don’t think this team next year has to do any tiling to 
prove what we got last year," BYU Coach UVeli Ed- 
wards safd Tuesday at a news conference officially an- 
nouncing the matchup. "As far as I’m concerned, last 
year Is over. That’s onapoint I’m going to talk to the team 
about - they don’t have anything to prove. We don’t have 
to go out and prove we belong where we're at." 

Where BYU Is at right now, to the dismay of thc-critlcs 
who rapped Its supposedly soft 1984 schedule, is on top of 
the college football world. The Cougars' 24-17 Holiday 
Bowl triumph over Michigan made them only the second 
major-college team in the last 80 years to post a 18-0 
record and their 24-game winning streak is the longest in 
thenation. 

"I suspect a lot of peoplc_around lhe_country. and par^_ 
tlcularly those in the East, thought all Brigham Young did 
was throw the ball and play two-hand touch below the 
belt," Edwards said. "But we did play decent defense, we 
had a great kicking game and a pretty good running 
game. 

“We have a chance to he a fairly decent /oothaJJ learn 
next year. Unlike a year ago, we have so me nam e players 
back {quarterback Robbie Bosco and wide receiver Glen 


Kozlowski Helped BYU lead the nation in passing for the 
seventh time in the last nine years), but we lost almost 
everyone from the offensive and defensive lines, plus our 
kicker” 

- Edwards, who has a 118-37-1 record in 13 seasons, calls 

BYU “a new entity" in the world of big-lime football. 
Boston College, despite trips to the Cotton. Sugar and 
Orange Bowls in the 1939, 1940 and 1912 seasons, didn’t get 
unotherpostscasoninvitationfor40 years; 

The Eagles have now played in three consecutive bowls 

— a school record -- and topped off a 10-2 1984 season by 
deleating Houston 49-28 in the Cotton Bow] and finishing 
fifth in The Associated Press poll. 

The 1-5 pairing is the best the Kickoff Classic could have 
hoped for since runnerup Washington meets BYU during 
tiie 1985 regular season, third-ranked Florida is on proba- 
tion and No. 4 Nebraska played in the first Kickoff Classic 
and can’t return until 1988.

NEW YORK (AP) — Far from the 
roots of his modest childhood and the 
football fields that made him famous 
Doug Flutie was introduced Tuesday 
amid the glitter of Fifth Avenue as (he 
newest sports millionaire and said he 
was worth every cent the New Jersey 
Generals are paying him to tie a pro 
quarterback. 

Flutie’s unveiling in Hie rnarble- 
and-brass lobby of a mid-town office 
tower came less than 24 hours after he 
.signed, a contract with the United 
- Stales Football League team that will' 
pay him a reported $7 million in non- 
deferred payments over the next five 
years. 

“I just didn’t take Hie money,” 
Flutie said. "I evaluated the situation 
and I would rather be in New Jersey 
than Buffalo. I would rather be in 
New Jersey than Cleveland.” 

And obviously, the Heisman Trophy 
winner would much rather have the. 
millions Generals owner Donald 
Trump gave him in pocket rather 
than wait to find out which National 
Football league team - Buffalo, 
Cleveland or whoever — would draft 
him and how much they would pay 
h|m. 

The Generals were willing to pay 
Hie big money and they made sure 
everyone- noticed it, holding an 
elaborate news conference at Trump 
Tower, the gaudy skyscraper of their 
owner. 

. 'Security, men - carrying walkie- 
talkies checked identifications of 
those entering the press conference 
and ushered the former Boston Col- 
lege .quarterback into a crowded - 
room with too few seats for the 100 
reporters and camera crews. 


“I know. it’s a lot of money, believe 
me, I know,” said Flutie, adding that 
on the football field no player is 
physically worth as much as he is get- 
ting. 

“You ask Boston College if l were 
worth $5 million or whatever." Flutie 
said. “You ask Boston College and 
they would say, ‘Yes.’ ” 

Flulie holds the all-time college 
career passing record of t0,579 yards 
and the all-time college career total 
offense record of 11.054 y ards , and 
wasari easy winner of Uie Heisman as 
the year's outstanding college player. 
He becomes the third consecutive 
Heisman winner to sign with the 
USFL, joining General teammate 
Herschel Walker and lyiike Itozier of 
the Jacksonville Bulls. 

Boston College was siiaring In 
Flutie's success Tuesday. Across the 
Hudson River, It was announced that 
the. Eagles, had .been gi ven a. spot in 
the Kickoff Classic next August 
against national champion Brigham 
Young - with an expected $700,000 
payday. 

Bill Flynn, the Boston College 
athletic director, refused to speculate 
on how much Flutie was worth to the 
school. But head milted it was a lot. 

"We had success financially during 
the time Doug was at Boston Col-' 
lege,” Flynn said. "Certainly, a lot of 
it can be attributed to Doug, but he 
also had a great supporting cast with 
him and a very imaginative coach 
who used all his talents to the utmost. 

It was estimated Boston College 
had earned $9 million in revenues' 
from television and bowl games dur- 
ing Flutie's first three seasons, and 
the Eagles earned about $4 million 


last season from television, a Cotton 
Bowl trip and increased attendance 
by switching games to .Sullivan 
Stadium from Hie campus field.

How should today's trump suit he 
played for only one loser? It’s not a 
piece of knowledge that one picks 
‘ up-ln ttie first half of tils - bridge - life. 

The defense won two spades and 
shifted to a club, South winning. 
How should he play hearts to avoid 
losing two tricks? 

The ace and another will not get 
the job done. There is no possible 
distribution of the opponents’ 
hearts that will bring joy to South if 
he plays the ace first. Winning the 
club. in dummy to lead the heart 
jack is stightly better. It gives East 
a chance to fall from grace by cov- 
ering the heart jack with hik queen 
(a bad play). 

The only reasonable chance is to 
play West for honor-10 doubleton in 
hearts (Q-10 or K-10). South starts 
by leading a low heart toward 
dummy’s jack and West’s king 
wins. Dummy wins the next club 
and dummy's heart jack is pushed 
through East, blotting out West’s 10 
in the process. 

What'if West plays a casual heart 
10 on the first lead to dummy 1 
Dummy's jack loses to East’s 
queen, but South should now play to 
drop the king since he would have 
another trump loser anyway, had 
West's lO beeiv a mie'slngletonr
